In Mr. Newell's opinion deaf- 
mute teachers are rather a benefit 
than otherwise, for they are better 
understood by their pupils ; yet tho 
sign-language, ho thinks, should be 
supplemented by the manual alphabet 
language, and after it is understood it 
should be used to the exclusion of the 
other. By this means pupils at the 
same time improve in spelling and 
grammar, the latter esp

But a speaking person, from 
whom they have models of con, 
English, who reads more widely and 
hears different views and discussions, 
will, undoubtedly, be better able to 
give them more valuable informal i 
Mr. Froehlieh's suggestions to the d. 
mutes lire as follows : A mute, when 
reading any thing he does not under 
stand, should read and re read it un 
til he understands it thoroughly, and 
then be will find it interesting- This 

will < xerciso his mind, strengthen it, 
and make it easier for him to under 
stand what he reads at another time. 
He should also, on seeing a wortl he 
docs not know, immediately refer to 
the dictionary. It would be w, 11 for 
him to always carry a pocket diction 
tiry. Thus, by looking up all new 
words with which he comes in contact. 
he, at, the same time, increases hi 
cabulary. and understands what ho has 
been reading.

ius is cosmopolitan, but tho different 
tastes, and methods of cultivating it, 
bring about different developments. So 
theO ermans are more thorough than we 
in scholarship, while we are, perhaps, 
quicker and more showy. In the same 
way the policy pursued by the Ohio 
Institution of encouraging and fitting 
its pupils for Kendall Green results in 
a great rush from thero, and among 
so many thero must bo some to do 
her credit. The aim of Now York has 
been to educate her pupils, as well as 
sho can, to be usoful members of so- 
ciety. Tho advantages of her High 
Class are almost as great as those of 
a college ; consequently most of the 
boys are satisfied with the education 
they get there. It is true that she is 
suffering something of a relapse, from 
some well known causes; but it can- 
not, last, and wo may hope to see her 
as usoful and successful as ever before 
long. 

Kendall Green is a noble institution 
and deserves the credit it has won. 
Any young deaf mute of ability, whose 
chances of success in his particular 
aims could bo increased by a higher ed- 
ucation than he can get at ordinary in- 
stitutions, should go there. But all 
such worthy young men will be repel- 
led rather than attracted by this " hrin 
go Bragh" style of our contemporary 
of daunting the success of the students 
of one section in the face of another 
It, will create a spirit of bitter jealousy 
quite different from that of tho healthy 
rivalry to bo desired. A few of the 
bright young follows at Foawood, if 
they would only go, would do great 
credit both to Kendall Green and 
their own institution.

DO NOT NECJI.ECT PHYSICAL 
TRAINING.

Mr. J. E. Gai.i.aohkh- -/><•<<,/■ Sir : 
I write to congratulate you for the 63 
cellent ideas you seem to have in re 
giird to deaf mutes, as to their educa 
tion and trades, as expressed in your 
article in the Dkak Mutks' Jouunai, of 
October 17th, 1S7S, under the head of 
"Wits and Trades," in which you have 
done yoursolf great credit and tho 
deaf-mute pooplo a service. 

If every one could have such practi- 
cal ideas of education and trades it 
would bo a nice thing, and wo would 
havo fewer shallow brained writers, 
and loafers, bettor workmen, and far 
better men and w omen I say men 
and women instead of gentlemen and 
ladies, because tho latter terms are too 
often misused by being applied to 
those least worthy to be called such, 
while tho former terms mean people of 
good sense and good judgment. That 
is what I moan. 

Had I time 1 should like to go into 
details on education, and trades, sub- 
jects that I havo given much attention 

to, yoi» hard utu.ly fur yours and yoiirtf, 

6S] ially as to that which is boBt to 

qualify deaf-mutes for the difficulties, 
hardships, &0., of the stem realities of 

life. 

A good English education is of 
great use to them, but a good trade 
and good habits are paramount to all 
ml of first importance; and to 
these a good education should be ad- 
ded, for it is far better to have a good 
trade or business ami good moral hab- 
its without an education than a good 
education without a trade or business, 
and unquestionable moral habits. 
Hence a trade never should be saeritie 
ed to an education ; and I am glad that 
it need not, be if parents are wise. 

A man's life (living) is the first and 
■t thing to him, or should be ; his 
pleasures or enjoyments of life second. 
"An educated laboring man is nature's 
greatest nobleman," is a true saying. 
Schools and colleges are for educating 
the laboring man, and not tho lazy 
man. A college bred laboring man is 
of all men the wisest and best! For 
he who has a good head for learning 
has also a good head for bnmncss 
True a few are better qualified in heart 
and head for other callings, but, as 
nine tenths of the people labor with 
their hands, the schools and colleges 
should be for the special benetitof the 
nine tenths and not for the on,, tenth. 

Teachers, like preachers, should be 
the best of men in heart, and well 
qualified in head, especially teachers 
of deaf mutes, be they hearing people 
or deaf mutes themselves. 

Sonic who go to, or graduate from, 
college, think and aim to become 
teachers simply because they are grinl 
nates, and do not wish to earn a living 
by working with their hands. Not 
moro than one fourth of them, if that 
many, are tit for teaching. 

Though I am a self educated man, 
as you seem to be aware, I believe in 

educating children well, especially the 

deaf, dumb, blind, and feeble minded. 
even giving them a collegiate educa 
lum; yet if we do not look out, the 
three fourths of the bad and indifferent 
graduates of our colleges will over- 
stock the teach Hon with bad 
and indifferent tea c h e rs and then good 

bye to good morals, if not to the good 
educational training of our children. 
Though this looks so, and some say it 
is so, in some of the institutions for 
mutes, yet I hope and pray it will not 
grow any worse, but, better, and that 
none of the bad hearted graduates of 
our mute College and institutions will 
be recommended for or employed as 
teachers. 

Permit me to close this by saying 
Unit I have spent much time and mon 
ey in traveling among those mutes 
who have left the institutions, cspeei 
ally those who are married, and I know 
from personal experience, yoo, sad e\ 
porionce, and close observation, of the 

baneful effects of stuffing of the head, 
and idling of the hands ; i. e., of tho 
bad effects of the silly policy of educa 
ting doaf-mutos in a little book learn- 



ing without, fully learning a good trade 
or good habits of industry in the gar- 
den, orchard*, shops, on the farm, and 
in the kitchen ; for, of all people in 
the world, tho deaf-mutes need most 
to learn how to make a living, and how 
to live well and healthy by good cook 
ery and housekeeping. As mutes will 
marry, like all other people, and have 
children,itis apparent that they should 
be qualified by training, &c, to live ac- 
cording to the laws of health in eating, 
sleeping, and working, and know how 
to real' healthy, moral children.

THE RELATION OF ORAF-MVTES 
TO THE UKAlUm; YVOIU.O.

In the July number of the Atnuth 
of 187C> is an article by the Rev. S. 
Smith, A. K ('., of London, entitled, 
"The Silent Community, "first publish- 
ed in tho British Quircr, and then, 
with some changes, in tho ^l/oialx, as 
a reply to an article by President E. 
M. Gal I audet 

Into the controversy, so far as it is 
known, I have no desire to enter, but 
to express some thoughts suggested 
anew by it — thoughts not new, pro 
bably, to any one having considerable 
experience in teaching the deaf and 
dumb, but which I do not remember 
having seen m print. 

Mr. Smith states the question be- 
tween himself and President Gallau- 
Avt to be whether the "Pedagogic" or 
the "Parental" system, as he terms 
them, should be followed in dealing 
wiih deaf-muteB. He favors the 
"Parental," and in defending it and at- 
tacking the other, he uses illustrations 
and arguments leading to conclusions, 
or equivalent to statements, winch all 
will not admit Certain difficulties 
are met with by all teachers of deaf 
mutes, and t believe that ono class of 
these difficulties, or the cause of ono 
class, is to be found right here, and in 
some of the things which Mr. Smith 
advocates. 

His first illustration represents the 
difference between deaf mutes and 
hearing persons to be as great as that 
het ween sheep and some other kind of 
animals, which, if it wore SO, would 
settle the question at once and forever 
in tho minds of all. But just here is 
the point in dispute. Are deaf-mutes 
so different from hearing persons* 
Perhaps a deaf mute prefers another 
deaf inuto to a hearing person as an 
associate ; it is a matter of taste with 
him. Now, wo arc told that there is 
no disputing about tastes. But //", be 
cause Mr. S. likes pepper in his food 
and I do not, we are told that this dif- 
ference in tastes makes us as different 
as a bhoop and a dog, then I do dis- 
pute Most deaf mutes, if not all, do 
seem to think there is a vast difference 
between themselves and hearing per 
sons, and no wonder if led by such il 
lustrations, teaching that tho differ- 
ence is not only as Wide as that be 
tween two races of people, but as that 
between two kinds of animals. 

It is only those who are alike that 
have the same interests. Those only 
who are alike can have the same mo- 
tivos, look forward to tho same objects, 
and desire tho same future rewards. 
If the pupil believes himsolf to be a 
different kind of being from his teach- 
er, how is the teacher ever to make him 
enter into the tame feelings, hopes, 
desires, or ambitions with himself? 
The pUpil will instinctively look upon 
all the teacher says as inapplicable to 
If. their Words are different, 
This seems to be a great difficulty in 
our way, and one that behooves all to 
attempt with all our might to remove; 
and by "all" is meant every hearing 
person with whom a deaf mute comes 
in contact. It is an error of the deaf, 
and of many who hear, which becomes 
a great and persistent trouble, con 
tinually meeting un J u it, 8 different 
shapes or I'onsequences. It hinders 
the teacher in influencing the jmpil 
in leading him where he wishes, wheth- 
er in respect to moral or intellectual 
matters ; and then there can be, of 
course, but little sympathy betwoon 

persons so different, 

We often hear of "clannishness, 
and we could wish that that were all it 
is ; but if the difference in the persons 
spoken of is so much greater than that 
between clans, the word hard! 

II enough. It expresses more 
than enough, however, in that, it gives 
name to a fact which ought not to be. 
eOgnisSS all inability to sym 
pat hi IS i then a feeling of opposition 
as strong, actually, in some cases, as 
that between different kinds of ani- 
mals. 

There are deaf mutes who, instead 
of looking upon institution officers as 
those who are workirg and making 
sacrifices for them, doing for and giv- 
ing to them all they can, consider them 
as preying upon them, Using them in 
order to get a living and withholding 
all that they are aide to. Such argu 
ments and pleas for tluir welfare and 
advancement ns are urged by Presi 

dent Gollaudet arc considered as impu 
tations and attacks, as ahowing con 
tempt, and a desire to deprive them 
of even the little enjovi ionts they have. 
This is childish — wmuon among all 
children from the turn one is first for 
bidden to play with hi* father's razor — 
but not to be e x p ect e d in adults, and 
in them it does not admit of the same 
explanation as in chihhen. 
Clannishness cannot 'splain it; only 
the antagonism of a superior and in 
ferior race, which is wrong. There is 
no race difference, no clan difference, 
no dill'oronee exe«.pt that of cireiun 
stances or opportunities, and against 
his adverse cireuniSiAnees the deaf 
mute should be tnngkt to struggle as 
his speaking broth. .gainst 

Uso, he shouh be taught that 
there is no difference between them, 



rather than that there is, as Mr. Smith 
teaches ; that their instructors do not 
not think of, nor act upon, any differ- 
ence, but that they receive just the 
same treatment as a similar number of 
hearing pupils would receive ; and that 
institution treatment wherein a dis- 
tinction is made between them and the 
officers, is notbecanso of the difference 
between -them as hearing and deaf, 
but because of the difference of age 
and position. 

Errors of judgement are to lie ex- 
pected in all children, therefore in our 
pupils. With the acquired knowledge 
and experience af age comes a jndg 
mint more or less correct in a great 
measure, according to the correctness 
of the Instruction" and impressions re- 
ceived. We should expect graduates 
of our institutions, on reaching matu- 
rity, in the exercise of a correct judg- 
ment t° ignore any difference of an 
unpleasant nature between them and 
others — any difference even as great 
as that between a foreigner unable to 
speak the. language and a native. In- 
stead of this, we find them, to a large 
extent treating themselves as a differ- 
ent race : desiring their own conven- 
tions, associations, periodicals, reading- 
rooms, etc. ; tliinding when an article 
is rejected by a publisher that it is ow- 
ing to their being deaf mutes, instead 
of its being rejected on its own m e ri ts ; 
attributing all their rebuffs from their 
fellow men to their infirmity, instead 
of to themselvos. So believing, they 
rightly pronounce their treatment un- 
just, and, smarting under it may go to 
the length of advocating "a silent re- 
public, independent of all hoaring in 
tluence" — that influence being so hos- 
tile, us it appears to them. 

There is no objection to associa- 
tions of deaf-mutes for social inter 
course and improvement, for reason* 
of Imir/itaije. but to such associations 
for any purpose rtgmtding tUa f mu t ea 
<r.i a r/itss there is objection. The nn 
ions or societies of churchmen, con- 
servatives, etc., to which Mr. Smith 
refers, having lor their object tho fit- 
ting of their members for greatsi use- 
fulness to their fellow-men. thus cor 
responding to our institutions — in 
other words, having their object out- 
side of themselves do not illustrate 
this question. I object to such deaf- 
mute societies, not because they are 
deaf mute, but for tho same reason 
that I would object to a German or 
Odd Fellow society, if the first tended 
to keep its members Germans instead 
of letting them become Americans, or 
the second tended to unfit its mem 
bers for association with BOB members. 
Mr. Smith is misled when he likens a 
deaf mute convention to a "church" or 
"social science congress." The name 
of the first refers to the beliefs of the 
persons composing the society, that of 
the other to its object and both are 
open to all the world. If, instead of 
the second, we say a German or French 
society, and then understand the ob- 
ject to be something essentially Get 
man or French, as opposed to Ameri- 
can, from a political stand-point we are 
rightly jealous of such a society in our 

midst because it antagonises our own 

institutions. So. after striving, ns we 
do, to give a deaf-mute all the advan 
tages of a hearing person, and to give 
him free entrance to the society of 
hearing people, we are rightly jealous 
of such societies or papers as will undo 
our work, will develop a queerness in 
him, and will cause him to turn round 
and declare all hearing people his foes. 

Speaking of "special newspapers," 
Mr. Smith says : "They insert class- 
news, or articles on deaf and dumb 
subjects." To tho word "class" I ob- 
ject not seeing that ho has proved 
them a separate class of beings, and 
believing that their so looking upon 
themselves constitutes one of the 
groat obstacles m the way of their own 
improvement and happiness, and far 
the way of their instructors, 
what is a deaf and dumb subject ! 
What is there, or can there be, proper 
ly so called ! I know of no matter of 
peculiar interest to them, and have 
seen nothing in the papers published 
for or by deaf mutes of greater inter 
est to them than to those hearing 
persons engaged in the instruction of 
deaf mutes, unless it be that which 
Mr Smith himself alludes to when he 
says that "tho majority are content, if 
left to themselves, with the gossip and 
scandal of their class. In this taste I 
do not see that they are so very differ 
ent from their hearing brethren, only 
these editors yield to a temptation 
hearing editors resist, because they 
have learned to consider themselves 
only poor deaf mutes, of whom so 
much is not expected 

I have shown some ways in which 
tins error hinders our work. Another 
way is found in these Special newspa 
pers, or other productions, which are 
put forth with the understanding that, 
coming from hearing persons, they 
would perish in their lack of worth ; 
but that, coming from deaf unites, 
they live, nothing better being expect 
ed or desired. These papers then be 
come specimens, and make those un 
acquainted with the deaf and dumb 
think that they art a class, a class of 
ives j so singular and -so defec 
tive that it is of no use to do much for 
them, for their education, or to place 
them on an equality with others. Held 
up as specimens of the results of our 
work, they tell powerfully against us, 

I cull upon all instructors, then, to 
contend against this error, teaching 
that the same in quality and quantity 
1 of a deaf-mute as of a hoar- 
i of like talents ; that it is 
unworthy of them to delight in a liter- 
ature consisting mostly of petty per- 
sonal gossip ; that it is not for them 
to yield to natural indolence, and omit 
alf effort to rise, any more than for 
others ; and if they do not hold up 
their heads, and put themselves along- 
side of others, tiny need not . 
tliat any one else will put them there. 
Indulging in this error, many deaf- 



mute teachers are actually so incon- 
sistent as, while themselves treated as 
their hearing colleagues are, to think 
that the pupils. are. not thus treated 
because they are deaf and dumb— not 
for the true reasons. In their error 
they consider and treat the pupils as 
equals, and thus implant and foster in 
their minds mistaken notions, which 
are in the way of their progress and 
happiness both while in the institu- 
tion and in after life. They seem to 
bo unconscious of tho real, natural 
difference of level between child and 
adult, pupil and teacher, and often 
even that between child and parent. 
Would not a teacher do more harm 
than good if, in all applications of in- 
stitution rules and discipline, it was 
felt that he was on the tufa of the pu- 
pils, and that he regarded what was 
done as only an act of power that 
would not be dared in a hearing school? 
I toko tho liberty of telling my deaf- 
mute friends that the liability to, or 
prevalence of, this error is what deters 
principals from the employment of 
more deaf-mute teachers. Men are 
sought as teachers, not those who re- 
main children all their lives. 

Further a man will not be rated 
higher than he rates himself. Accord- 
ingly, he who holds himself on a level 
with children in his feelings, desires, 
judgments, and fellowship, being as 
free and indiscriminate in his topics of 
conversation with theiu as with adults, 
will only lie considered a child himself, 
and if he is annoyed by the neglect of 
hoaring persons ho has only himself to 
blame. 

Thus some t eache rs ]>ersonally in- 
jure themselves and those they are 
among; and Mr. Smith, and those 
who believe as he, build up and 
strengthen those very barriers between 
tho bearing and the deaf which it is 
the purpose of tho education of the 
latter to obliterate.

tho common weal is regarded above 
partisan triumph and the spoils of of 
fice it may be as happy an era as that 
of the good old times of the Itoman 
republic, of which Maoauley 'joyously 
sings :

The agony is over, and a count of 
the votes reveals a tolerably mixed 
condition of things. It is not every year 
that we can have elections over the re- 
sidt of which both sides can appear to 
be happy. But that seems to be afo °» mnl 
about the way it is now. The Pen 
erats are pleased with the control of 
both Houses Of the next Congress, 
and the Republicans express satisfac- 
tion at being able to hold Pennsylva- 
nia and other States and retain Conk- 
lin as Senator from New York. This 
makes every thing lovely all around. 
The Democratic majority in the House 
of Representatives is not as large as 
was expected, and not as largo as it 
probably would have been but for di- 
visions in New York and elsewhere. 
The Greenback vote also appears to 
have hurt tho Democrats most, espc 
eially in the F.ist In Connecticut, for 
instance, the new party takes a« 
vote just about covering the usual 
Democratic majority in the State. Un- 
questionably the national vote aggre 
gatee, in the whole country, less than 
had been expected — less even than 
both the old parties had conceded
